AUSTRIA AND ENGLAND. 

The Vienna journals are already speculating on the 
results, for England, of the relations established between 
France and Austria. An order of the day was pub- 
lished at Verona on the 12th, which says that Austria 
commenced the war, for the maintenance of sacred trea- 
ties relying on the devotedness of the people, and the bra- 
very of her army, and her natural allies. Not having 
found allies, Austria yields to an unfavourable political 
situation. The Emperor heartily thanks the people as 
well as the army, who have again shown that the sove- 
reign may confidently rely upon their devotedness, if 
any new struggle should arise.
